WASHINGTON, March 26.—It can be 


stated on positive information that this 
government will, If indeed It has not 
already done so, inform Spain that the 
conditions now existing in Cuba have 
become Intolerable to the people of .this I 
country and that hostilities on the Is- 
land must close. This policy Is in di-J 
rect line with the views of the Presi- 
dent, as expressed in his last message 
to Congress on December Cth. 


In that message he said: "The In- 


structions given to our new Minister to 
Spain before his departure from his 
post, directed him to impress upon that 
government the sincere wish of the 
"United States to lend its aid toward the. 
ending of the war In Cuba br reach- 
ing a peaceful -anti -lasting, result/ Just 
and honorable alike to Spain and the 
Cuban people. These instructions re- 
cited the character and duration of the 
conflict, the widespread losses It en- 
tails, the burdens and restraints It im- 
poses upon us, with constant disturb- 
ance of national interests and the in- 
juries resulting from an indefinite con- 
tinuance of this state of things. 


"No solution was proposed to which 


the slightest idea of humiliation 
to 


Spain could attach and indeed, precise 
proposals were withheld to avoid em- 
barrassment to that government." 


After reading the substance of Spain's 


reply, received on October 23d last, the 
President says: 


"The immediate amelioration of ex- 


isting conditions under the new admin- 
istration of Cuban affairs is predicted, 
and therewithal disturbance and all oc- 
casion of any change of attitude on the 
part of the United States will be done 
away with." 


Since the delivery of this message ev- 


idence has accumulated showing be- 
yond question that the promises made 
in behalf of the new administration to 
relieve the conditions in Cuba have not 
been fulfilled or accomplishel. On. the 
contrary, the evidence which has reach- 
ed the President shows conclusively 
that the situation Is daily becoming 
more serious. In view of these facts, 
this government has decided to take, if 
It has not already taken, definite action 
by informing Sjjain that while disown- 
ing any other object than that dictated 
by a sense of honor and justice to a 
stricken and starving people, it must 
insist first that hostilities be brought 
to a speedy termination. 


Bo far as known no specific date has 


been fixed within which-the war must 
be terminated, but it is believed that it 
Is the purpose of the administration not 
to permit of any unnecessary or ex- 
tended delay. 
. It is known In nigh 
official circles 


that many of the people highest in au- 
thority in Spain, including members of 
the Ministry, are extremely weary of 
the conflict in Cuba, and would willing- 
ly accede to any reasonable terms for 
that settlement of the whole question 
by granting to Cuba her independence 
on indemnity basis. The opposition to 
this plan comes from the factions op- 
posed to the present administration, 
who demand extreme measures if neces- 
sary to retain control of the island. In 
view of these conditions what would 
be the answer to our demand cannot be 
foretold.

MONITORS PLACED 


IN COMMISSION.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 26.—The Navy 


Aepartment issued orders to-day ploc-

Secretary Long had an early-confer- 


ence to-day with Senator Hale, chair- 
man of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee.

He main- 


tained strict reticence. He has taken 
a desk in the Judge Advocate General's 
office and will remain In Washington 
•while the report of the Court of Inquiry 
is under consideration by the President 
and the cabinet, with a view to answer- 
ing Inquiries which may be made. 


The Navy Department has been ad- 


vised to-day that the monitor Terror 
had arrived at Hampton Roads en 
route to Key West, where she will Join 
Captain Sampson's squadron. 
The 


Vicksburg has also reached Hampton 
lioads. 


The flying squadron will not complete 


its organization until the middle 
of 


the latter part of next week, although 
its nucleus will be Hampton Roads, 
when Commodore Schley hoists 
his 


pennant on the flagship Brooklyn next 
Monday. At that time the Brooklyn 
and Massachusetts will be the only 
ships of the flying squadron, the Texas 
btnng at the New Tork Navy Yard to 
receive her ammunition hoists, while 
the cruisers Columbia and Minneap- 
olis are expected to be ready to leave 
League Island Navy Tard in time to 
reach Hampton Roads about the mid- 
dle of next week. By the end of next 
week the flying squadron will b'e com- 
plete in Its organization of ships, men 
and armament.

Secretary Alger again held confer- 


ences with his bureau chiefs, notably 
General Wilson, General Greely, Ma- 
jor Shaler of the Ordnance Bureau and 
also General Miles. The most import- 
ant action taken was the allotment to

Greely is at the head, of $94,500, with 
which to install an electrical system 
of sea coast 
artillery, 
controlled by 


which projectiles can be fired from guns 
with reasonably defined accuracy. The 
money will be used also in connecting 
the various forts and ports at sea coast 
fortifications 
by telephone and tele- 


graph. 


The War Department has also cabled 


to London an additional 30,'000 pounds 
in payment for the rapid-fire guns re- 
cently. purchased. 


The garrison at Washington barracks 


has been strengthenel by the arrival of 
four batteries of the newly organized 
Sixth Regiment of Artillery. 


The recruiting officers of tlie army 


report satisfactory progress in the mat- 
ter of enlistments for the two new regi- 
ments of artillery just organized by 
virtue of an act of Congress. Enlist- 
ments have been made at an average 
of thirty-one men per day, or at the 
rate of 950 a month. During the past 
five days this average has been raised 
to thirty-seven enlistments a day. In 
consequence of this rapid enlistment 
Major-General Miles has issued an or- 
der to dispense with the'plan of trans- 
ferring the men from'the old regiments 
to fill up the new ones, and it Is b.enev- 
ed the army -will reach its full legal 
quota within a short time.. 


It is understood at the Navy Depart- 


ment today that no additional orders 


have been sent to the |'jdttle8h'ip Ore- 
gon, which sailed 
several days ago 


from San Francisco. The Instructions 
to her commander were to await ordars 
at Callao; and it is likely that Just prior 
to the time she is due at-that port or- 
ders will be sent to her. Upon those or- 
ders her future movements will depend. 
It is.now daemed likely,'In view of .the 
present . emergency, that the vessel, 
which is one of the finest in the navy, 
will be ordered to proceed around the 
horn and up the east coast of South 
America, Whether she will be'attached

.son at Key West, in'the'event, of her' 
icdmlng Into' the '^tJantlc, 'SaV nxst yet 
been- decided, .but that probably, will 
be "the 'disposition made of her. 


Adjutant-General Corbiri said today, 


that there, was no truth, so far as he 
was Informed, in the report published 
this morning to the effect that the War 
Department has telegraphed to a num- 
ber of. National 
Guard commanders, 


asking how many men of the various 
State militia can .be' mobilized at At- 
lanta within five days from '-any given 
date. If such action has been taken It 
must have been done by the Secretary 
himself, without reference to th Adju- 
tant-General's office, which proceeding 
he regarded as extremely improbable 
in the circumstances. 


Notwithstanding the statement of the 


Adjutant-General, ft is pretty well un- 
derstood that army officials have pre- 
pared plans for he'mobilization, of the 
National Guards of the various States 
and territories at points along the coast 
on short notice In case it shall be found 
necessary • to augment ,the ' military 
strength of the government. 


Commander William H. Emory, one 


of the member's of the Board of Inspec- 
tion and Survey, today had an extend- 
ed conference with officials of the Navy 
Department 
in the event of the St. 


Louis being called ..into service as an 
auxiliary cruiser, which Is regarded as 
very likely. 'Commander Emory will 
probably,'be.detailed as comandlng offi- 
cer. His business at the department 
today is supposed to'have been in con- 
nection with that matter. There are in- 
timations that Commander W. E. 
Brownson, who is also a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, and 
who is now in Europe negotiating for 
the purchase of warships is likely to be 
assigned to the command of the Amer- 
ican liner St. Paul, should that'vessel

Hilborn of California, one of the senior 
members "of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, was at the Navy De- 
partment today and talked with the of- 
ficials concerning the movements of the 
Spanish flotilla. Mr. Hilborn presented 
a new phase of the movement and one 
not in line with the current view of na- 
val officials. 


"It Is not for us to Interfere in any 


way with -the movement of the Spanish 
torpedo flotilla or other Spanish ves- 
sels," said he. "The high seas are an 
open highway to the ships of the world, 
and while there is no declaration of 
war we are not in a position to say 
that these boats shall not move as 
Spain sees fit to direct them. When 
we -are assembling our own ships at 
Key West and other points, it is.not 
' the time for us to intercept the move- 
ments of Spanish ships. That would 
be an overt act and not permissible in 
the absence of a declaration of war."

He was a 
pupil at the Cole Scho,ol, but to-day 
tteing Saturday he was allowed to play 
with some companions on the street. 
When the truck of Austin & Company, 
driven by W. H. Osborn, came along, 
Charley and another little boy jumped 
aboard. Their presence was unknown 
to the driver, a number of sacks of flour 
being between him and the side of the 
truck where the boys were sitting. 


When the truck- reached Seventh a.nd 


Wood streets, Charley Soule slipped 
from it and fell beneath the wheels. 
George McLellan' was standing on the 
corner and saw the youth fall. 
He 


called 1:0 the driver, but it was too.late 
and the horses were not stopped until 
after the hind wheel had passed over 
the boy's head. The other boy jumped 
from the truck and ran when the acci- 
dent occurred, and no one can be found 
•wh*> knows who he is. 
When the men picked Charles-up lie 
was' dead."'
